There was the Second International Festi- 
val of Country Music, in March, at Wembley 
Pool, which was a resounding success for all 
those who participated in the event besides the 
audience, who really gave the show a mar- 
vellous ovation. A week later, people who were 
not able to attend Wembley itself, had the 
opportunity of seeing all of the great stars who 
appeared on the Show on B.B.C. Television. 
and it is my opinion that this was really the 
first major break-through for country music 
on this side of the Atlantic. 


Then in the month of April, there was the 
Capitol Caravan Tour, which travelled to 
Germany, Holland, Norway, Denmark, 
Sweden, Ireland, and, of course, the United 
Kingdom, and created a great deal of excite- 
ment and enthusiasm throughout and proved 
an even larger demand for country music. 


That is why the great artists who are 
appearing on tonight’s show have refused 
engagements in the States to be here — 
LORETTA LYNN and her Show were so 
warmly appreciated at the International 
Festival in March and April of last year that 
they were really keen to come back for a longer 
visit this time. BILL ANDERSON with his 
Show, which includes JAN HOWARD, 
couldn’t make Wembley this year, but have 
honoured us by participating on this Tour. The 
same applies to CONWAY TWITTY, who for 
many years was the world leader in rock *n’ 
roll music, and who now leads in country 
music both in the States and here in Europe. 


So, all I can say now is sit back, relax and 
enjoy these wonderful performers giving the 
best in entertainment. 


Thank you all for coming — the audience 
makes mine and my colleagues’ efforts really 
worth while.

Once in a great while an artist sets the 
entertainment world on its so-called ear, by 
coming along with a combination of looks, 
personality, voice and a way of delivery of 
talent that makes all the other artists who are 
in the same category wish they had the same 
combination. This is Loretta Lynn. 


Loretta Lynn came to Nashville, Ten- 
nessee, On a promotional tour with her first 
recording on Zero Records and visited the 
office of the Wilburn Brothers. They thought 
she was the finest female country vocalist they 
had heard and that she was the type of artist 
that comes along only once in a “Blue Moon,” 
which is not often. Later they called her into 
Nashville and started working on an outlet 
whereby Loretta Lynn’s records would have 
wider distribution and be able to be 
appreciated by more people who love songs 
with deep feeling. When people talk about 
Loretta Lynn she is spoken of as one of the 
most sincere personalities who ever stepped 
before the Grand Ole Opry microphone. Her 
first appearance at the Grand Ole Opry House 
brought more response than any artist to step 
on the stage of the Ryman in so many years 
that it brought memories of the immortal 
Hank Williams. Loretta Lynn, standing 5 feet 
24 inches tall, weighs 110 pounds, has a pretty 
face, sporting a friendly smile and blue eyes. 
framed by beautiful long dark hair. 


Loretta started her singing career in 
Custer, Washington, where she had moved 
from her home state of Kentucky. Starting 
her own band she worked club dates, and it 
was while working a long stand at one of the 
local clubs that she was heard by the Zero 
Records people and signed to a_ contract 
immediately. Her first record on the Zero label. 
“I’m A Honky-Tonk Girl,” was a success and 
met with national prominence, being on the 
hit charts in the music trade publications for 
weeks. Reaction was so tremendous that Decca 
Records, one of the most successful major 
record labels in the country music field, signed 
Loretta to a recording contract and started 
hits like “Success,” “Before ’m Over You,” 
“Wine, Women and Song,” “World of For- 
gotten People,” “The Other Woman” and 
“Dear Uncle Sam,” along with long play 
albums like “Blue Kentucky Girl,” “You Ain’t 
Woman Enough,” “Don’t Come Home A 
Drinkin’,’ and her ever-popular religious 
album simply titled “Hymns.” Each new 
release is another hit when it’s a record by 


Loretta Lynn. 


Acclaimed by the country music critics as 
one of the greatest female artists of our time. 
she continues to capture the number one 
position in all of the major polls conducted by 
leading trade publications each year. 


Conway 
Twitty 


Conway Twitty is a_ soft-spoken 
Southerner who has become one of the most 
exciting things in recent years to “happen” in 
country music! 


Twitty was born in the sleepy little town 
of Friarspoint, Mississippi, and moved to 
Arkansas when he was seven years old. He 
presently makes his home in Oklahoma City, 
Oklahoma, where he has a number of growing 
business enterprises in addition to his booming 
musical career. 


A little known fact about Conway is that 
he played semi-pro ball and had a career with 
the Philadelphia Phillys planned. However, 
music was close to his imagination always. He 
won the All-Army Talent Scouting Shows 
when he was stationed in Japan, and later was 
inspired by his friend, Elvis Presley, into going 
into the music business on a full-time basis. 


During the early part of his career, in 
which he became one of the top attractions 
throughout the world in the “rock” field, 
Twitty sold more than 16 million records. He 
was featured in shows throughout the United 
States and Canada as well as sensational 
appearances in Australia, Europe, Hawaii and 
many other countries around the world, and a 
log of TV appearances made during the past 
ten years would look like a “who’s who” of 
show business. Twitty and his band also made 
six moving pictures during this period, with 
the three best known being “Platinum High” 
which co-starred him with Mickey Rooney. 


Terry Moore and Dan Duryea; “Sex Kittens 
Go to College” and “College Confidential” 
which starred Mamie Van Doren. Twitty, who 
is also a top writer, wrote title songs and sound- 
track songs for these features. 


Twitty says that his ambition has always 
been to sing country music, and a couple of 
years ago he finally made the change and has 
recorded only country music since that time. 
For his single records and albums Decca 
Records are heavily programmed at all 
country music stations and consistently hit the 
top of the best selling charts. His personal 
appearances are in great demand throughout 
the country and Twitty and The Lonely Blue 
Boys are top show attractions. 


On the personal side, Conway is a true 
outdoorsman who spends as much time as he 
can in fishing, hunting and playing baseball 
any time he can get a sandlot game together. 
He also likes to fly and makes many of his 
personal appearances flying himself. Twitty is 
happily married, with four fine youngsters 
who go to school in Oklahoma City. Aside 
from varied business interests, which take up a 
good part of his time, a busy personal 
appearance schedule and writing songs are also 
high on his priority list. 


When you put all of these elements 
together, you have the highly talented and 
popular Conway Twitty, who is never too busy 
to keep from helping other people and who is 
always available for a benefit show or a good 
cause to help others.

Bill Anderson has also made an impres- 
sive début in the film industry by his creditable 
performances in “Country Music On Broad- 
way,” “Forty Acre Feud,’ “Las Vegas Hill- 
billies” and “The Road To Nashville.” Tele- 
vision acting and a part in a Hollywood film 
are just two new worlds this ambitious and 
talented young man will conquer in the near 
future.
